I do not know that I entirely ag ree 
with this advice. 
I do not believe 
that a headache always is a dang er 
sig nal, althoug h I ag ree that it al­ 
ways should call for a thoroug h med­ 
ical examination to try to find its 
cause. 
Most 
headaches occur in 


nervous individuals, and are simply 
a way of letting off steam. 
During the series this week we 
have not mentioned much about mi­ 
g raine or sick headache. 
1 have de­ 
scribed that freq uently before in this 
column. 
1 believe it is responsible 
for over 50 per cent of what mig ht 
be called "periodic headaches” . 
A patient wrote me tin? other day 
about mig raine and referred to one 
of my articles and ended up by say­ 
ing : “So what? What do 1 do about 
it?” Thut is another story, and I am 
inclined to believe that nothing we 
have at present can be depended 
upon to g ive permanent relief to all 
patients with mig raine. 
However, a 
philosophic attitude toward it is about 
the best medicine.

"Under a proper program not 
more than one-tenth of the 133,- 
000 feeble-minded persons in the 
state would need institutionaliza- 
tion."

epileptics and that the state epil- 


eptic institution at Gallipolis 
used for care of feeble minded. 
/ 1— Psychiatric and child guid- 
ance clinics to prevent necessity of 
institutionalizat ion ;

retarded children;
